So said CliarlGS F. Marvin 
chief of the United States weatllor 
bureau at Washington, in his paper to 
the physics section of tho British Asso 
elation for the Advancement of Selene- 
today. Pointing out that great masse: 
of statistical data covering thAfields 
of meteorology, yields and pr%es of 
crops, business and economic condi- 
tions, are .piling up each year but un- 
der the hiimiican of a' fantastic cal- 
endar, Prof. Marvin urged that meteor- 
ologists take tho load in Iho movement 
for a rational division of the year Into 
weeks and quarters. 


"To be fully useful to students for 


analysis, these data need to be ap- 
propriately assembled In suitable units 
of time and sectional area, or represen- 
tative- groups," Prof. Marvin explain- 
ed. Thus he would advocate In addi- 
tion to simplification of tho calendar, 
the arbitrary division of the nreas of 
the continents 'more ' convenient than 
the present haphazard grouping Into 
countries, provinces or slates.

TORONTO, OnL, Aug. 11.—(By th. 
ssociated Press.)—"Our complex and 


awkward calendar, with months of 
unequal length made up of weeks plus 
1, 2 and 3 days apportioned according 
to the whim of an old^Roman emperor, 
absolutely prohibits orderly and ra- 
tional summaries of statistical data in 
suitable units of conveniently increas- 
ing time." So oaid Charles P. Marvin, 
chief of the United States weather 
bureau at Washington, In hia paper to 
the physios section of the British Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science 
today. Pointing- out that great masses 
of statistical data covering the fields 
of meteorology, yields and prices of 
crops, business and economic condi- 
tions, are piling up each year but un- 
der the handicap of a fantastic cal- 
endar, Prot. Marvin urged that meteor- 
olojslsts take the lead in the movement 
for a rational division of the year into 
•weeks and quarters. 


"To be fully useful to students for 
analysin, these data need to bo ap- 
propriately assembled in suitable units 
of timo and sectional area, or represen- 
tative groups," Prof. Marvin explain- 
ed. Thus he would adyucate in addi- 
tion to simplification of the calendar 
the arbitrary division of the areas of 
the continents more convenient than 
the present haphazard grouping Into 
countries, provinces or states. 


"Let us promote the adoption of the 


simple 
equaj-month 
calendar, many 


others are now advocating, and thus 
make it easy for all future time at 
least, to summarize data in units of 
weeks, fortnights, i-week months, 13- 
week quarters, and years of Just 52 
weeks, Prof. Marviin urged.
